Of the 24 two of the proposals stand out as extremely 
dangerous to the welfare and economic solvency of the state. 
These are propositions No. 10 and 11, sponsored by George 
H. McLain, pension promoter. , 

Proposition 10 would prohibit expenditure of public 
money to chambers of commerce, semi-public organizations, 
private corporations or associations which might attempt to 
influence federal, state or local legislation. 

It would seriously cripple the functioning of all govern- 
mental bodies in the state. County supervisors have an 
association. The cities are organized under the California 
League of cities. These groups are interested in getting— 
or preventing—certain types of legislation in the best in- 
terests of counties and municipalities. 

Yet, No: 10, would abolish any semi-public group that 
sought to have any voice in any legislation. 

As to proposition No. 11, it would add at least $100,000,- 
000 to California’s annual pension cost. Many people will 
recall that in 1948 a McLain-sponsored measure was approved 
and its hasty repeal a year later saved the state from finan- 
cia] ruin. 

No. 11 is believed by specialists to be more vicious than 
the 1948 fiasco. It boosts pension payments on a cost-of-liv- 
ing index to $100 a month, provides for payment of $25 a 
month for medical costs over and above federal aid now in 
effect. Relatives’ responsibility is eliminated. 


California today has the most liberal pension system in 
the nation and it is properly administered. No major change 
appears necessary and certainly not such a fantastic pro- 
posal as No. 11. It would either wreck the state’s financial 
structure or force a huge increase in taxes. 


Patriotic Oaths Should Come From 
People In Federal Housing Projects 


Adults living in federally aided public housing will be 
required, under a new federal law, to sign an affidavit de- 
claring they belong to no subversive organizations. And 
spokesmen for the American Civil Liberties Union don't like 
the new dictum. 

“It seems to be that opinion has little to do with the right 
of a person to have a roof over his head,” one ACLU leader 
is quoted. 

He is right except for the question: “Who's Roof?” A man’s 
house is his castle and in it he can think what he pleases, do 
what he pleases and say what he pleases—under his own 
roof. 

But when a man takes shelter under somebody else’s 
roof, he surrenders some rights to his host. If he rents a room 
in a boarding house, he subscribes to house rules and reg- 
ulations. And when, to go further, it comes to accepting the 
bounty of a freely provided roof from someone else, in this 
instance the U.S. government, then he must accept dictated 
regulations along with his bounty. Nothing in this world— 
not even “free” housing—is really free. 


It Is True 20 Vedr Later 


Back in 1932 Franklin D. Roosevelt declared: 

“For one reason or another, even a wisely led political 
party, given long tenure of office, finally fails to express the 
will of the people, and when it does so fail to express the will 
of the people, it ceases tobe an effective instrument of govern- 
ment. 

“It is far better for such a party, certainly better for the 
state, that it should be relegated to the role of critic and that 
the opposing political party should assume the reins of govern- 
ment.”
